Fruits of Advertising 


The ‘Toronto Worid (Conservative) 
ceys, editorially: The Springfield Re- 
nae has a long article dealing 
with the movement of American farm- 


gOS regi e¢ World. The 
éiven by the American 
government agent interviewed by our 
Lae respondent is the skilful advertisin 
Cone by the Canadian govern : 

ment. The 
Republican says that advertising alone 
Cannot build up a country, but that it 
must have helped. Mr. Sifton advertis- 
ed lavishly ‘n the small country week- 
lies throughout the American wesi, 
using the names of Canadian land com- 
panies. The services of professional 
American land boomers were also em- 
ployed. i om 

The Republican of course looks at 
the matter from the American coint 
of view, and advises its government 
to use all legitimate means of neutral- 
izing the Canadian advertising, and of 
showing the advantages of wnsettled 
portions of the United States. It takes 
ihe very sensible view, however, thai 
in so far as the Canadian Northwest 
oifers real advantages to settlers the 
economic forces will in the end control 
the movement. Advertising and appeals 
to patriotism can do nothing ultimately 
to prevent the natural development of 
the continent. All it urges is that so 
tong as the United States contains land 
of excellent quality—open to settle- 
ment—it should rot be allowed to suf- 
fer from migratory movements that 
are fil-advertised or premature. 

We do not know that a Canadian 
could take any serious objection to the 
Republican’s position. It is not in the 
interest of Camada, and more than of 
the United States, that ‘ill-advised or 
premature’ movements should go on. 
Canadians feei sure that their country 
is able on its own merits to attract 
hundreds of thousands of settlers. 
Canada has suffered in the past not 
from over-advertising but from neglect 
and ignorance of its obvious advuint- 
ages. The Republican says that efforts 
are being made to divert the stream 


lof settlement to the Lower Mississippi 


yalley and to Texas. There is plenty 
pf room yet in both countries, but 
Canada, being so much more sparsely 
eettled than the United States, seems 
likely to receive the greater share of 
the overflow. from the more thickly 
populated districts.
